The word “martial” comes from 
the name of MarSywho was 
the god of'war in ancient 


people needed fighting skills to 
hunt, to protect themselves, and 
just to stay alive. 


Historians think that modern 
Asian martial arts began in India 
about 2500 years ago when 
Buddhist monks developed 
unarmed fighting skills to defend 
themselves. Eventually this style 
of hand-to-hand combat spread 
to other monks in northern 
China called Shaolin 
Buddhist momits. (That's 
pronounced “shah-oh-LIHN.”) 
The Shaolin monks—and nuns— 
developed this early martial art 
into the many forms that are 
generally known as kung u. 
Some forms of martial arts 
spread to Japan, where they 
were developed in different ways 
by practitioners of another 
branch of Buddhism called Zen 


and by warriors called 


: ‘Samurai (“SAM-uh-rye”). 
Still another branch of martial 


arts was practiced in the 
country that later became 


Korea. Korean-type fighting 


skills were practiced by young 


men who were picked to 


become military leaders, and 


not by monks or nuns, 


Eventually, Asian fighting skills 
developed and spread all over 
the world. Today there are 
hundreds of different 


types of martial arts. 
There are special forms of 
martial arts in almost every 


Asian country—not just China, 


Japan, and Korea, but also 
Thailand, Indonesia, the 
Philippines, Malaysia, and 


Okinawa. In some styles—called 
**pereussive’® martial arts— 


the fighters strike with their 


hands, feet, elbows, knees, or 
even their heads, Kung fu, 


karate, and tae kwon do (“TY 
kwahn DOH”) are percussive. 


In other forms—called 


‘*nonpercussive”’ martial 


arts—people throw their 
opponents, or grab and hold 


them without hitting or kicking. 


Judo is one example of 
nonpercussive martial arts. 


Judo, tae kwon do, aikido, kendo, 
kyudo, iaido, juken-do, hwarang- 
do, bando—Why de so 
many martial arts have 
“do”? in their names? 
Because in the Japanese 
language, the syllable “do” 
means “the way to 
enlightenment.” The Zen 
Buddhists who developed some 
Japanese martial arts practiced 
them as part of their religious 
beliefs. They found that as they 
improved their physical skills 
they also developed good 
character traits like self- 
discipline. People who 
practice this way try to 
avoid fights, and use their 
martial arts skills against 
others only as a last resort. 


But in other types of Japanese 
martial arts the actual fighting is 
more important. These are the 
styles that are based on the 
skills of the Samurai warriors. 
Jujitsu and ninjitsu are examples 
of these types. Ninjitsu is 
especially focused on combat. 
Students—called ninjas—train in 
the use of commando 
techniques, disguises, espionage, 
poisons, bombs, night 
movements, surprise tactics, 
hand-to-hand combat, and 
special weapons. The rulers 
of Japan banned 
ninjitsu in the 1600s, 
but the ninjas preserved it and 
practiced it secretly. Today 
students of ninjitsu study it as 
just a traditional martial art.
